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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Increases  in  expenses  for  the  Town  of  Easton  meant  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  tax  rate  for  1976.  The  tax  rate  was  $1.  75,  up  from 
$1.25  for  the  previous  year.   This  is  how  this  year's  rate  compares 
with  last  year: 

1975  1976 

School  $  1.05  $  1.44 

County  .20  .25 

Town  .00  .06 

The  largest  part  of  the  increase  was  for  school  costs.  We  knew 
when  Easton  voted  to  become  a  part  of  the  Profile  Regional  School 
District  that  it  would  be  more  expensive  than  to  tuition  our  high 
school  students  to  Littleton.  It  was  thought  it  would  be  better  to  have 
something  to  say  about  the  kind  of  education  that  our  children  re- 
ceive. Our  hope  now  is  that  we  can  afford  it. 

1976  was  our  centennial  year  and  we  would  like  to  thank    everyone 
who  made  our  celebration  such  a  success.  Special  thanks  to  Helen 
Young  for  her  tireless  efforts  and  determination;  to  Ruth  Towne  and 
Chris  Jerome  for  preparation  of  the  town  history;  and  to  Elizabeth 
Buxton  for  the  centennial  banner.  Thanks  also  to  our  own  Durand 
Cooley  whose  parade  was  the  highlight  of  the  celebration  and  a 
delight  to  everyone.  To  the  many  other  townspeople  and  friends 
whose  diligent  efforts  and  continuous  support  during  the  planning 
and  implementation  of  the  celebration  produced  such  splendid 
results,  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  anonymous  donor  of  the  new 
shutters  for  the  Town  Hall.  This  timely  gift  greatly  improved  the 
appearance  of  the  hall  for  the  centennial. 

Work  has  been  completed  on  remodeling  of  the  Town  Hall  kitchen. 
The  project  was  done  according  to  plans  presented  by  petition  to  the 
Selectmen  by  the  Kinsman  Valley  Club.  After  an  expenditure  of 
several  thousand  tax  dollars  we  are  sorry  to  report  that  no  use  has 
been  made  of  the  kitchen  in  the  seven  months  since  it  was  finished 
that  would  warrant  such  an  expenditure.  We  hope  for  the  sake 
of  the  townspeople  and  taxpayers  of  Easton  that  the  kitchen  will  be 
used  to  better  advantage  in  order  that  this  money  will  not  have  been 
spent  foolishly. 

With  the  ever  increasing  cost  to  the  Town  of  necessary  services, 
the  challenge  of  maintaining  a  low  tax  rate  becomes  ever  more 
difficult.  If  we  are  to  have  a  low  tax  rate  we  must  curtail  spending 
wherever  we  can.  The  choice  is  up  to  the  voters.

EASTON'S  CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION 
July  24-25,  1976 


Our  Centennial  Celebration  proved  to  be  a  delightful  combination 
of  Old  Home  Day,  100th  Birthday  and  a  national  Bicentennial  obser- 
vance. Former  Easton  residents,  friends  and  well-wishers  as  well 
as  most  of  the  townspeople  turned  out  to  socialize  and  participate  in 
an  appropriately  informal  celebration. 

Planning  for  this  weekend  began  as  early  as  the  March,  1974  Town 
Meeting,  when  voters  approved  an  appropriation  of  $300.  00  for  Cen- 
tennial Celebration  costs.  (The  same  sum  was  set  aside  in  1975  and 
1976).  A  Centennial  Committee  consisting  of  Helen  J.  Young  and 
Durand  B.   Cooley  as  co-chairmen,  working  with  Dee  Kiedaisch, 
treasurer,  Fontelle  Silver,  secretary,  and  Joanne  Miller,  enter- 
tainment chairman,  began  to  meet  each  month  to  firm  up  plans. 
At  the  same  time,  Ruth  Towne  and  Chris  Jerome,  along  with  a 
number  of  helpful  and  interested  citizens,  were  researching  and 
beginning  to  write  an  account  of  the  town's  history.  By  the  end  of 
June,  1976,  arrangements  for  most  of  the  Centennial  events  had 
been  completed,  and  last  minute  details  were  being  ironed  out.  By 
Friday,  July  23,  the  Town  Hall  with  its  newly-refurbished  kitchen 
was  awash  with  townspeople  setting  up  exhibits  and  worrying  about 
the  weekend  weather.  In  the  nick  of  time,  300  copies  of  the  Centennial 
booklet,  Looking  Back  at  Easton,  arrived  from  Boston. 

Saturday  dawned  humid  with  a  threat  of  rain,  a  threat  that  never 
materialized.  Elizabeth  Buxton's  huge  quilted  banner  ("Easton  1876- 
1976")  adorned  the  north  side  of  the  Town  Hall,  directly  above  the 
tent  provided  for  outdoor  entertainments.  At  both  ends  of  town,  on 
Highway  116,  handsome  signs  proclaimed  a  similar  message.  People 
began  arriving  shortly  before  noon,  when  the  Town  Hall  doors  were 
opened  and  festivities  officially  commenced.  Inside  the  hall  visitors 
found  exhibits  of  fancy  work,  antiques,  preserves,  Easton's  Cen- 
tennial quilt  (work  supervised  by  Susan  Maltby),  displays  of  tum-of- 
the-century  artifacts,  memorabilia,  weaving  (with  Carol  Westhaver 
at  her  loom),  and  a  series  of  mounted  photographs  of  the  town  and 
its  people  many  years  ago.  A  guest  book  was  offered  to  the  stream 
of  visitors. 

Shortly  after  2  o'clock,  a  delightful  parade  organized  by  Durand 
Cooley  arrived  at  the  Town  Hall,  having  been  assembled  at  the  home 
of  Clayton  and  Sadie  Glover.  More  than  30  entries,  including  floats, 
the  New  Chester  Fyfe  and  Drum  Corps,  the  Sugar  Hill  Independent 
Howitzer  Company,  antique  cars,  horses,  a  buggy  and  an  ox  cart, 
fire  trucks,  townspeople  on  foot  and  in  automobiles.  All  these  sights 
and  sounds  filled  the  highway  and  thrilled  the  spectators.  Shortly 
after  the  parade  disbanded,  a  brief,  formal  program  outside  the 
Town  Hall  was  featured,  emceed  by  Town  Moderator  Tom  Pancoast. 
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Frances  Ann  Johnson  Hancock    spoke  of  the  beauty  of  Easton,  a 
Bicentennial  Flag  was  presented  to  Selectman  Glenn  Kiedaisch  by 
Roger  Aldrich  of  the  New  Hampshire  American  Plevolution  Bicen- 
tennial Commission,  and  several  surprise  presentations  were  made 
by  Durand  Cooley  (who  also  presented  a  patriotic  recitation)  and 
Joanne  Miller   to  Co-Chairman  Helen  Young  on  the  occasion  of  her 
83rd  birthday. 

A  chicken  barbecue,  organized  by  the  Franconia  Fire  Depart- 
ment's Women's  Auxiliary,  also  proved  a  great  success,  with 
between  250  and  275  dinners  served.  In  the  evening,  the  Canterbury 
Country  Orchestra  entertained  and  lured  children  and  older  folks 
alike  into  the  reels  and  circle  dances  held  under  the  tent. 

Sunday  was  cool  and  brisk,  with  the  Town  Hall  again  the  focus  of 
activity.  Congressman  James  C.  Cleveland  dropped  in  to  socialize, 
but  missed  the  hilarious  play  developed  by  Cindy  Wright,  featuring 
the  Tamarack  Tennis  Crew  with  the  Kenney  family — a  ribald  view  of 
Easton 's  history.  After  a  family  picnic  on  the  Town  Hall  grounds, 
the  weekend  festivities  ended  with  two  fine  presentations  by  Caravan 
'76,  a  mobile  entertainment  troupe  of  students  from  UNH.  One  hour 
was  devoted  to  a  singing  group,  the  second  to  Poetry  and  Mime, 
both  features  a  hit  with  the  audience. 

Many,  many  people — more  than  we  have  space  for  here,  to  our 
regret — made  Easton's  100th  Birthday  a  fine  occasion.  The  Select- 
men were  most  patient  with  our  changing  plans,  the  townspeople 
were  generous  with  funds  aild  with  time,  and  while  the  affair  was 
financially  a  success,  most  important  was  its  success  in  bringing 
old  friends  and  townspeople  together  for  a  pleasant  and  auspicious 
celebration.  The  Centennial  Committee  offers  its  thanks  to  all.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EASTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Your  Conservation  Commission  has  been  very  active  this  past 
year  and  has  even  more  planned  for  the  current  year.  Our  budget 
request  has  increased  in  direct  relation  to  the  increase  in  our  activ- 
ity, as  you'll  see  below. 

At  last  year's  Town  Meeting  we  distributed  a  questionnaire 
soliciting  your  views  on  what  the  Commission  should  be  doing.  We 
also  hand-delivered  questionnaires  to  those  who  could  not  attend 
Town  Meeting,  and  made  a  concerted  effort,  door-to-door,  to  re- 
trieve completed  questionnaires.  The  results  were  most  encouraging 
and  were  passed  along  to  the  Selectmen  as  well  as  townspeople.  Your 
priorities  for  us  were:  1)    Preservation  of  scenic  and  natural  areas; 
2)    Protection  and  propagation  of  native  trees  and  wild  flowers;  3) 
Wetland  protection;  4)    Anti-pollution  activity;  5)    Watershed  pro- 
tection; 6)    Conservation  education;  7)    Town  aesthetics;  8)    Develop- 
ment of  recreation  areas;  9)    Other — included  strategies  to  fight  1-93 
in  Easton  Valley,  request  for  information  on  salting  of  winter  roads 
and  reduction  of  that  salt.  ^ 

During  late  spring  of  1976,  the  Commission  embarked  on  a  pro- 
ject to  offer  red  oak  seedlings  to  residents.  By  midsummer,  more 
than  50  trees  had  been  provided,  along  with  peat  moss  and  fertilizer. 
Those  who  needed  help  with  planting  were  assisted.  Trees  were  pro- 
vided free  of  charge  by  Dick  Boulanger  of  Littleton,  although  Com- 
mission members  dug  and  transported  them  to  Easton.  Some  of  these 
trees,  along  with  two  sugar  maples  and  some  pines,  were  planted  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  summer,  but  a  drought  followed  by  cold  and  rain 
gave  them  a  hard  time,  and  several  have  succumbed.   Commission 
members  feel,  and  we  hope  you  agree,  that  the  Town  Hall  grounds 
need  attention,  and  that  a  piecemeal  approach  is  less  satisfactory 
than  a  coordinated  effort.  To  this  end,  the  White  Mountain  Garden 
Club,  of  which  Mrs.  Frank  Griffin  is  president,  is  willing  to 
provide  $300.00  upon  presentation  and  approval  of  an  acceptable 
plan  for  the  project.  The  Commission  is  willing  to  work  with  the 
Selectmen  and  interested  townspeople  in  a  program  to  plant   bulbs, 
shrubs,  trees  and  other  plant  materials  native  to  the  area  to  make 
the  Town  Hall  grounds  more  appealing.  In  addition,  the  Commission 
is  looking  into  the  possibility  of  having  a  landscape  architect  who 
works  for  the  North  Country  Council  help  with  the  endeavor.  An 
overall  plan  would  be  to  establish  a  modest  nature  walk  around  the 
pond  within  the  next  five  years,  with  signs  describing  species  of 
plants.  The  Commission  will  present  its  plan  to  the  White  Moun- 
tain Garden  Club  before  June. 
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In  order  to  dress  up  the  Town  Hall  for  the  Centennial  Celebration, 
the  Commission  and  the  Kinsman  Valley  Club  joined  forces  to  pro- 
vide window  boxes  for  the  Town  Hall.  The  planters  were  filled  with 
geraniums,  marigolds,  coleus,  ageratum  and  petunias  and  added  a 
nice  touch  of  color  all  summer.  Wendell  Silver  kindly  cared  for  them, 
and  they  are  now  stored  inside. 

Negotiations  with  the  Elm  Research  Institute  in  southern  New 
Hampshire  have  led  to  an  exciting  new  program  for  Easton.  ERI  has 
been  working  for  years  to  save  the  American  Elm,  and  now  has  a 
chemical  that  is  said  to  be  99%  effective  in  preventing  the  onset  of 
Dutch  Elm  disease  and  quite  effective  in  arresting  the  disease  in 
already-affected  trees.  Easton  is  getting  100  elm  seedlings  from 
ERI,  and  already  has  10  gallons  of  the  chemical,  called  Lignasan, 
with  which  to  treat  existing  older  trees.  The  trees  will  be  shipped 
in  the  spring.  As  with  the  red  oak  project,  they  will  be  offered  to 
townspeople    and  planted  at  the  Town  Hall,  with  a  modest  fee  for  the 
inoculation  equipment  being  absorbed  by  the  Commission, 
for  other  planting  spots  around  town — particular  stretches  of  road- 
way, the  cemetery,  etc. ,  will  be  warmly  received  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Since  Eastonites  chose  "Preservation  of  scenic  and  natural 
areas"  as  their  top  priority  for  the  Commission,  we  have  been 
working  on  designation  of  two  roads — the  Easton  Road  and  the 
Paine  Road — as  scenic  roads.  Under  this  statute,  roadways  are 
protected  to  some  degree  from  indiscriminate  tree-cutting  and 
removal  of  stonewalls,  yet  landowners  can  continue  to  do  as  they 
wish  with  their  property.  Requisite  petitions  have  been  signed,  and 
an  article  in  the  warrant  will  allow  the  town  to  vote  on  this  measure. 

Two  concerns,  1-93  and  salting,  have  occupied  a  good  deal  of 
time  to  date,  but  progress  has  been  slow.  In  the  case  of  1-93,  the 
decision  is  not  in  our  hands,  but  will  be  made  by  the  state.  It  is  high- 
ly likely  that  the  state's  decision  will  be  appealed  and  tied  up  in  the 
courts  for  some  time.  It  is  also  highly  likely  that  if  an34;hing  less 
than  a  four-lane  highway  is  built  through  the  Notch,  Highways  112 
and  116  will  be  "upgraded"  to  carry  some  of  the  load.  Our  sense  of 
the  townspeople's  reaction  is  that  "upgrading"  means  widening  and 
straightening  of  much  of  the  road,  and  this  will  mean  increased 
speeds  and  truck  traffic  through  town,  and  this  is  not  acceptable  to 
a  good  many  residents,  particularly  those  who  live  on  the  road  or 
who  walk  along  it.  The  Commission  may  very  well  need  support 
from  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  as  well  as  legal  advice 
for  the  Town  in  such  a  matter.  In  the  matter  of  road  salting,  the 
Commission  has  been  corresponding  with  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  has  found  a  man  in  the  Twin  Mt.  Division  willing  to  come 
and  talk  about  the  matter  if  enough  people  are  interested.  If  you 
would  attend  such  a  meeting,  please  let  Commission  members  know. 
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The  Commission  is  beginning  research  on  the  matter  of  solid 
waste  disposal,  feeling  that  the  town  may  not  be  able  to  rely  on 
Franconia  to  solve  its  problems  indefinitely.  A  possible  alternative 
might  be  a  small  recycling  center,  and  Commission  members  have 
met  with  the  Sugar  Hill  Conservation  Commission  for  their  views. 
Although  extensive  groundwork  is  underway,  it  is  likely  that  Easton 
would  have  to  have  help  from  other  communities  in  a  joint  project. 
At  the  moment,  the  Commission  plans  an  educational  effort  for  the 
town  to  show  people  how  recycling  could  work  and  its  benefits    over 
so-called  sanitary  landfills. 

These  projects  are  more  than  a  year's  work,  but  from  time  to 
time  the  Commission  will  offer  movies  at  the  Town  Hall  on  subjects 
related  to  conservation.  We  hope  to  see  you  there  and  learn  your 
views.  The  Commission  always  welcomes  interested  people  at  its 
meetings,  which  are  held  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:00 
p.  m.   at  the  Town  Hall.

Report  of  the  Building  Inspector 

A  building  permit  was  issued  to  W.  W.  and  Colleen  Cayton  for  an  addition  to 
their  home  on  June  4th. 

There  were  several  construction  projects  undertaken  without  the  benefit  of 
obtaining  a  permit,  as  is  required.  These  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

There  is  no  charge  for  a  building  permit  and  it  is  required  to  apply  for  one 
before  construction  is  started.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  &  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a 
joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.   Local  authorities  rec- 
ommend names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one 
person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as 
town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside 
fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a 
written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.   Permits  are  only  issued  at  such 
times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organ- 
ization in  modem  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics. 
The  State  also  provides  back  up  personnel  and  equipment  for 
suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of 
the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  20  years.
